M.  Tuell,  members  and  friends  of  the  35th  session  of  the  Annual 
the  Alaska  Mission  and  the  5th  session  of  the  Alaska  Missionary 
We  have  just  completed  72  years  of  organized  mission  work  in  Alaska. 

The  General  Conference  Speaks 


j  The  General  Conference  adopted  a  quadrennium  theme,  "Committed  to  Christ  - 
Called  to  O  ange."  Along  with  the  theme,  they  challenged  us  with  three  missional 
priorities:  tie  crisis  in  the  ethnic  minority  local  church,  world  hunger,  and 
evangelism. 

The  1975  General  Conference  will  be  remembered  by  the  Alaska  Missionary 
Conference  as  the  Conference  which  voted  the  constitutional  amendment  which,  if 
ratified  by  tie  annual  conference  and  passed  the  review  of  the  Judicial  Council,  will 
give  voting  rights  to  the  Missionary  Conferences.  Our  two  non-voting  delegates, 
D^nita  True  eau  and  Robert  Bowers,  working  through  the  legislative  committees  on 
Conference  and  Global  Ministries  with  diplomatic  consultations  with  the  other  two 
Missionary  Conferences,  were  able  to  perfect  the  following  legislation,  which  was 
unanimous  y  approved  by  the  General  Conference. 

I  "A  mini  iter  in  full  connection  with  an  Annual  Conference  who  is  appointed  as  a 
missionary  to  a  Missionary  Conference  shall  be  considered  in  affiliated  relationship 
with  the  M  ssionary  Conference.  Affiliated  relationship  shall  entitle  the  minister  to 
tile  fellowship  of  the  Conference,  to  full  participation  in  its  activities,  including 
holding  office,  and  representing  the  Missionary  Conference  in  General  and 
jijirisdictior  al  Conference.  An  affiliate  member  of  a  Missionary  Conference  shall  not 
vote  in  hi>  or  her  Annual  Conference  while  the  minister  retains  the  affiliate 
r|lationshi )  to  a  Missionary  Conference.  Such  affiliate  relationship  to  a  Missionary 
Conference  shall  be  only  for  the  duration  of  the  minister's  appointment  as  a 
missionary  to  the  conference.  An  affiliate  member  elected  to  a  General  or 
Jurisdictional  Conference  from  a  Missionary  Conference  shall  not  be  eligible  to  be 
elected  to  »uch  position  from  the  conference  where  his  or  her  membership  is  held." 
^Ve  look  ferward  to  hearing  a  first  hand  report  on  General  Conference  from  our  two 
Effective  and  hard  working  delegates. 

Mile  Post  Directions 

1.  Last  Conference  session  we  set  in  motion  a  study  that  has  taken  a  look  at  where 
{he  Confe  ence  has  been  and  where  it  ought  to  be  going  in  the  years  immediately 
^head.  Dr.  Jan  es  H.  Davis,  Research  Director,  National  Division,  has  given  us  staff 
leadership  throughout  the  year.  During  October  and  November,  1975,  Jim  visited 
every  acti  /e  United  Methodist  Church  and  agency  in  Alaska,  interviewing  the  pastor 
land  directors,  community  people,  and  others,  and  holding  a  group  interview  with 
the  local  church  Council  on  Ministries  (or  the  equivalent). 

In  the  months  following  the  researcher's  visit,  the  churches  were  asked  to  use  a 
Self  Studv  guide  and  return  the  completed  forms  to  Jim.  From  all  the  material 
secured  tius  far,  a  report  was  prepared,  entitled,  "What's  Ahead  For  the  United 
Methodis:  Church  in  Alaska?"  This  study  guide  was  used  as  basis  for  discussion  in 
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each  Spring  Charge  Conference.  On  Saturday,  May  9,  the  Continuing 
Consultation  Committee  met  in  Portland  to  review  the  studies'  overall  development 
and  recommendations  before  Jim  prepared  his  presentation  for  the  Conference 
tomorrow  morning. 

The  very  best  research  document  has  no  power  in  and  of  itself  to  set  priorities, 
make  changes,  give  direction,  and  get  on  with  the  job  that  needs  to  be  done.  The 
responsibility  rests  with  us,  the  Annual  Conference  and  with  our  program  agencies. 
Your  Council  on  Ministries  recognizes  this  fact  and  has  recommendations  to  make 
as  to  how  to  use  this  excellent  research  document  and  the  missional  priorities  of  the 
General  Conference  in  a  process  of  establishing  the  Alaska  Missionary  Conference 
goals  for  the  next  four  years.  If  adopted,  this  will  be  a  year-long  process  which  will 
begin  now  and  be  finalized  a  year  from  now  at  Annual  Conference. 

2.  In  the  Superintendent's  judgment,  one  of  the  most  effective  milepost  directions 
we  have  taken  was  the  setting  up  regular  consultations  between  the  Alaska 
Missionary  Conference  and  the  National  Division  which  started  March  19,  1974  and 
have  continued  with  three  consultations  last  conference  year  and  three  this.  As  a 
result  of  these  consultations,  the  National  Division  in  its  March  meeting  in  Chicago 
adopted  the  consultations'  recommended  Administrative  Policies  and  Procedures 
and  the  Personnel  Policies  and  Procedures  for  the  Alaska  Missionary  Conference, 
along  with  certain  recommendations  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Alaska  Strategy 
Development.  These  documents  were  included  in  the  packet  you  received  when 
you  registered.  These  policies  will  supercede  all  other  administrative  and  personnel 
policies  in  effect. 

The  original  consultation  committee  appointed  by  Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell  was: 
Jack  Townshend,  Grace  Wilson,  Bill  Trudeau  and  the  Superintendent.  This  team  has 
had  an  excellent  track  record  so  much  so  that  the  National  Division  is 
recommending  funding  another  team  for  this  quadrennium,  a  team  of  four  to  be 
elected  at  this  Conference  session. 

3.  A  new  development  for  our  Conference  was  the  Lay-Clergy  Leadership  Training 
Conference  held  at  Birchwood  Camp,  October  10-12.  I  am  certain  this  Lay-Clergy 
Retreat  would  not  have  come  into  being  this  year  if  it  had  not  been  for  Jack 
Townshend,  our  conference  Lay  Leader's  persistent  effort.  Dr.  Jameson  Jones, 
President  of  lliff  School  of  Theology,  and  his  wife  Bonnie,  along  with  Dr.  Randolph 
Nugent,  Associate  General  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  National 
Division,  Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell  and  wife  Marji  provided  our  leadership.  The  retreat 
fulfilled  a  real  need.  The  evaluations  were  positive  and  plans  are  underway  for 
another  Lay  Clergy  Retreat  back  to  back  with  the  Pastors-Wives  Retreat  in  February 
1977. 

4.  The  Alaska  Native  Ministry  program  has  been  without  a  director  since  Ray 
Baines  left  June  15,  1975.  The  native  ministry  committee  made  up  of  United 
Methodists  and  United  Presbyterians  have  been  working  on  the  direction  this  joint 
venture  should  take.  The  committee  has  sought  to  define  goals  for  the  program, 
define  the  target  group,  and  redefine  the  job  description  of  the  paid  staff.  In  the 
near  future,  action  must  be  taken  by  all  involved  concerning  the 'scope  of  the 
program,  its  funding,  and  leadership  pattern. 

5.  Sally  Lowery,  chairperson  for  the  Pipeline  Ministry,  has  done  an  excellent  job  in 
launching  this  new  project.  Mel  Vostry  started  his  pipeline  chaplaincy  assignment 
August  1975.  Don't  miss  reading  his  report  on  page  58  of  the  pre-conference 
hand-book.  Thus  far  our  churches  have  responded  well  to  assuming  28%  of  the 
pipeline  ministry  budget  and  the  National  Division  the  other  72%.  We  will  be 
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g  another  pipeline  ministry  Sunday  with  a  special  offering  to  underwrite 
rjiued  support  of  this  vital  ministry. 

er  milepost  in  ecumenical  cooperation  took  place  in  the  formation  on 
1976,  of  the  Aywaan  Bering  Sea  Larger  Parish  involving  the  Community 
^thodist  Church  of  Nome,  Nome  Presbyterian,  Cambell  Presbyterian,  and 
Presbyterian.  The  United  Methodist  Pastor  assigned  to  Nome  will  now 
opportunity  for  ministry  in  two  denominations,  as  well  as  relating  to  the 
^ministry  cn  St.  Lawrence  Island,  as  agreed  by  all  parties  involved.  A  Larger  Parish 
Council  vyill  meet  at  least  twice  a  year. 

Children's  Services,  under  the  leadership  of  John  Garvin,  continues  to 
ell  and  be  strengthened  and  improved.  Along  with  its  work  at  Jesse  Lee 
Center  for  Children  and  Parents,  Goup  Homes,  and  the  Youth  Services 
the  lliuliuk  Family  and  Health  Services  in  Unalaska.  It  grew  out  of  a  pilot 
community  organization,  enabled  by  A.C.S.  during  1971-73.  The  social 
cmponent  of  I.F.H.S.  is  being  underwritten  by  a  special  three  year  grant 
National  Division.  A.C.S.  is  taking  a  hard  look  at  the  possibility  of  a  major 
ng  crusade  to  assure  the  future  work  of  A.C.S.  Walt  Hays,  with  real 
in  his  voice,  told  me  last  week  that  he  was  going  to  become  a  specialist 
giving  and  fund  raising.

9.  At  General  Conference,  legislation  was  passed  whereby  American  University, 
Scarritt  College,  and  A.M.U.  will  share  in  a  $500,000  annual  appropriation  as 
'(designate:)  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.  How  much  A.M.U.  will  receive  will 
jcdepend  oi  the  nature  and  program  of  A.M.U.  in  the  future.  By  July  1,  the  current 
bperation  of  the  university  will  be  closed  but  a  new  chapter  in  A.M.U.'s  history  will 
start  to  unfold.  The  board  voted  not,  at  this  time,  to  consummate  the  sale  offer  to 
Ithe  State  but  started  a  structural  planning  period  to  conclude  with  plans  for  the 
future  reported  for  consideration  at  the  February  meeting  of  the  Board.  Dr.  Dennis 
Binning,  a  consultant  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,  is  submitting  a  plan  for  the 
structural  planning  period  and,  if  accepted,  by  the  Executive  Committee  this  Friday 
he  will  be  hired  to  work  with  the  Board  in  charting  a  new  course  for 


Alaska  Missionary  Conference  has  taken  seriously  the  objective  of  working 
If  support.  Even  though  we  have  increased  the  base  salary  from  $7930  to 
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$8600  for  1976  and  the  Social  Security  payment  from  the  church  from  $371  to  $604, 
we  still  were  able  to  reduce  the  National  Division  subsidy  by  $4500.  This  is  being 
accomplished  by  the  splendid  response  of  the  non-self  supporting  parishes  who 
increased  their  pledged  salary  support  by  $15,705  or  an  average  of  $1745  per  parish. 
I  believe  this  is  the  largest  yearly  increase  the  non-self  supporting  churches  have 
ever  made. 

The  self  supporting  churches  for  the  first  time  are  committed  to  pay  into  the 
non-self  supporting  salary  pool  $3837  on  a  pro-rated  base  along  with  special  gifts 
pledged  at  $1920  for  a  total  of  $5757.  For  1977,  the  proposed  conference  budget  is 
projecting  the  base  salary  at  $9200,  with  the  self  supporting  churches  asked  to  share 
$6000  along  with  anticipated  special  gifts  of  $2500.  This  will  allow  a  minimum 
reduction  in  the  National  Division  subsidy  of  another  $2000.  We  will  not  know  until 
late  summer  whether  our  block  grant  subsidy  request  from  the  National  Division  has 
been  approved. 

As  of  June  1,  the  Church  of  the  New  Covenant  in  Kenai  joined  the  other  seven 
self-supporting  churches  to  give  us  8  such  churches.  It  is  anticipated  that  on  the 
10th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  East  Anchorage  United  Methodist  Church  in 
the  fall,  it  will  become  our  9th  self  supporting  church.  Which  of  our  churches  will  be 
the  tenth? 


This  Took  Place  in  1975-76

after  Conference  and  the  congregation  has  responded  well  to  their  pastoral 
leadership.  Melvin  Vostry  was  appointed  to  the  Pipeline  Ministry  effective  August  1.

John  R.  Lloyd,  because  of 
health  reasons,  resigned  as  administrator  for  Maynard  McDougall  Memorial 
Hospital  and  Gretchen  H.  Srigley  was  appointed  as  administrator.  Dr.  John  O. 
Picton  resigned  as  President  of  Alaska  Methodist  University  and  Robert  K. 
Dellenbach  was  elected  on  August  27  and  was  installed  as  the  fourth  President  of 
AMU  on  November  3. 

In  Anchorage,  the  University  Community  Ministry  came  into  being  after  several 
years  of  talks  and  planning.  It  is  an  ecumenical  approach  to  the  ministry  on  the 
campuses  of  higher  education  in  Anchorage.  On  August  15,  Rev.  Conrad  Zipperian 
started  his  work  as  a  U.C.M.  staff  person  serving  U.C.M.  half  time  and  St.  Mark 
Lutheran  Church  the  other  half.  The  ministry  to  the  university  campuses  in 
Anchorage  is  financed  largely  ecumenically  by  the  Anchorage  churches  while  a 
similar  work  in  Fairbanks  is  financed  largely  through  denominational  line  item 
support. 

There  has  been  only  one  birth  in  our  parsonage  homes  this  year:  a  son,  Joel 
Daniel,  born  to  Eugene  and  LaRae  Groves  on  May  22.  Our  love  and  best  wishes  goes 
to  James  and  Fay  Fellers  after  seven  years  of  service  in  the  Mission  as  they  now 
transfer  from  the  Kansas  West  Conference  to  the  Oregon-ldaho  Conference,  and  to 
Boone  and  Nancy  White  as  they  return  to  their  home  conference,  Oregon-ldaho, 
after  four  years  of  service  in  the  Alaska  Missionary  Conference.

Congratulations!  We  have  several  men  enrolled  in  various  continuing  education 
programs,  lohn  Tindell,  Bruce  Bartel,  and  Bill  Trudeau.  Local  Church  officer 
training  felt  a  boost  this  year  with  the  "First  Annual  Helpshop"  held  at  Turnagain  on 
January  15.  Fifty-six  persons  attended.  Marjorie  Wooster  headed  us  in  the  direction 
of  the  nev\  quadrennium  following  her  training  at  the  Consultation  on  World 
Hunger,  October  6-7.  Since  then,  she  has  assisted  various  local  churches  in 
conducting  programs  on  hunger. 

Statistics  for  the  most  part  have  taken  a  turn  for  the  better  this  year.  As  our 
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custom  is,  we  have  again  paid  all  connectional  asking  100%.  Church  membership 
has  been  on  a  steady  decline  since  1971  when  we  reported  4235.  This  year  we 
reversed  the  trend  a  bit  by  increasing  our  membership  over  last  year  by  32,  making  a 
membership  of  3413.  This  was  not  a  significant  gain  compared  to  the  state's  increase 
of  population,  but  it  is  a  new  start  in  the  right  direction.  Average  attendance  at 
worship  services  increased  by  140  per  week.  Total  church  school  membership 
reversed  a  decreasing  trend  by  136,  and  the  average  church  school  attendance 
figure  increased  by  115.  United  Methodist  Women  increased  their  membership  by 
17.  Value  of  church  land,  buildings  and  equipment  has  followed  inflationary  trends 
by  $969,900  while  the  value  of  parsonages  increased  by  $147,500.  Indebtedness  on 
church  buildings  and  parsonages  now  stands  at  $324,010  a  decrease  this  year  of 
$36,793.  Pastors  salaries  paid  by  the  local  churches  (not  covering  mission  subsidy) 
has  increased  by  $6,141. 

Our  benevolence  giving  has  shown  remarkable  increases.  General  Advance 
specials  increased  $2,900,  for  a  total  of  $8,183. 

One  great  Hour  of  Sharing  leaped  from  $968  to  $4,089,  an  increase  of  $3121, 
largely  due  to  Fairbanks'  offering  of  $2411.  World  Communion  offering  increased 
$517,  United  Methodist  Student  Day  increased  $190,  and  Human  Relations  offering 
increased  $153.  Total  benevolent  giving  increased  $3,981.  Christian  Education 
Sunday  hit  a  high  of  $404,  Pipeline  Chaplaincy  fund  totaled  $3,761  and  we 
contributed  above  the  pro-rate  assessment  for  native  ministries,  $841.  This  has  been 
a  good  financial  year. 


Untold  Ministries  of  Service 

I  want  to  lift  up  two  different  kinds  of  kingdom  building  service  that  speaks  of 
the  untold  ministries  carried  on  by  the  laity  of  our  churches. 

1.  In  the  Anchorage  Daily  News  for  May  14,  1976,  there  appeared  an  article 
entitled,  "Natalie  Often  Goes  to  Jail— As  a  Visitor."  The  article  starts  out  by  saying, 
"Natalie  Brooks,  a  40  year  old  music  teacher  and  mother  of  three,  will  go  to  jail 
Sunday  afternoon.  Natalie,  however,  is  not  the  least  disturbed  by  this:  she  spends 
almost  every  Sunday  afternoon  at  the  state  prison  at  Eagle  River,  talking  with 
inmates  and  lending  a  concerned  ear  to  their  problems... Accompanied  by  a  small 
group  of  fellow  members  of  the  Chugiak  United  Methodist  Church,  including  the 
Rev.  Gene  Groves,  she  has  been  making  the  weekly  visits  since  the  time  we  knew 
the  prison  was  built." 

Natalie  Brooks,  for  you  who  are  new  to  the  Conference,  has  been  our 
Chairperson  for  Christian  Social  Concerns  for  the  past  four  years.  To  her  and  many 
other  unnamed  layfolk  who  have  served  with  equal  devotion  this  quadrennium,  we 
give  you  our  thanks. 

2.  Now,  a  different  kind  of  service:  I  am  remembering  Lee  and  Lucille  Dale,  as 
John  Shaffer  has  called  them  "Volunteer  carpenters  for  the  Lord  from  Florida."  This 
past  summer  and  into  the  fall,  this  dedicated  husband  and  wife  carpenter  team 
rendered  service  to  our  Ketchikan,  Sitka,  and  Nome  churches,  and  then  returned  for 
their  second  term  of  service  at  Alaska  Children's  Services.  On  a  number  of  Sundays, 
they  supplied  various  pulpits,  inspiring  others  to  use  their  God-given  talents  for  the 
Lord.  May  their  tribe  increase. 


Personal  Words 

In  conclusion,  several  words  of  appreciation.  We  are  all  appreciative  of  the 
strong  leadership  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Jack  M.  Tuell  give  to  the  Alaska  Missionary 
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Conference  and  the  willingness  of  the  Bishop  to  attend  numerous  emergency  AMU 
Board  meetings.  At  this  Conference  Jack  Townshend  will  conclude  his  quadrennial 
service  as  Conference  Lay  Leader.  The  marks  of  his  leadership  will  long  remain  with 
this  confereace.  Danita  Trudeau,  as  Council  on  Ministries  coordinator,  has  given 
invaluable  service  and  direction  to  the  Council,  and  to  Mary  Thompson  a  special 
word  of  thanks.  The  office  has  never  run  smoother  or  more  efficiently  than  her 
gracious  abilities  have  made  it. 

"There  is  nothing  new  under  the  sun,"  said  the  writer  of  Ecclesiastes.  "Behold,  I 
make  all  things  new,"  said  the  God  of  Revelation.

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IV.  DAILY  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 
1976  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 


The  fifth  Annual  Conference  of  the  Alaska  Missionary  Conference,  representing 
the  72nd  Anniversary  of  Organized  Methodism  in  Alaska,  convened  at  the  First 
United  Methodist  Church  in  Fairbanks,  Alaska,  on  June  3, 1976.  Registration  and  the 
lay  briefing  session  occupied  the  morning,  leading  to  the  first  luncheon  together  at 
noon. 


A.  OPENING  SESSION,  ROLL  OF  THE  DEAD 

Bishop  Jack  Tuell  opened  the  conference  with  the  Memorial  Communion  Service 
at  1:00  pm,  with  the  singing  of  the  traditional  Wesley  hymn,  "And  Are  We  Vet 
Alive?"  He  was  assisted  by  Bishop  Eric  A.  Mitchell  of  India.  The  Conference 
Secretary,  Roger  W.  Thompson,  read  the  roll  of  those  who  joined  the  Church 
Everlasting:

Following  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "For  All  the  Saints",  host  pastor  Richard  R. 
Smith  preached  on  the  topic,  "We  Are  Surrounded",  basing  his  remarks  on  the  text 
from  Hebrews  11,  and  developing  the  theme.  He  pointed  out  that,  while  we  were 
surrounded  by  the  evidence  of  decadence,  we  were  also  encompassed  by  the  hosts 
of  Almighty  God  with  whom  problems  become  opportunities,  and  opportunities 
lead  to  victory  in  Christ. 

After  a  brief  recess,  Bishop  Tuell  called  the  conference  to  order  with  prayer.  The 
first  order  of  business  was  establishing  the  "Bar"  of  the  conference,  first  6  rows  of 
pews,  and  the  nominating  by  Ac  Wischmeier  of  the  Courtesy  and  Appreciation 
Committee,  Bruce  Bartel  and  Jackie  Oberg.  They  were  elected.  Rev.  Wischmeier 
introduced  our  host  pastor  Richard  Smith  and  his  wife  Donna,  and  two  men  working 
with  youth  at  First  Church,  Fairbanks:  Terry  Hayward  and  Terry  Llene,  both  of  whom 
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||  are  heaced  for  the  ministry.  Bishop  Eric  A.  Mitchell  of  India  was  presented  to  the 
I  confererce  as  the  visiting  bishop  and  devotional  leader  for  this  year's  conference. 
Mrs.  M<rji  Tuell  and  Mrs.  Irene  Wischmeier  were  presented  with  Alaska  Fur 
!  Corsages  and  embraced  by  the  bishop.  Other  introductions  included:  Dr.  James  H. 
Davis,  Research  Director  of  the  National  Division,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  Countryman 
from  the  Field  Service  and  Finance  Department  of  the  National  Division,  and  the 
Rev.  anc  Mrs.  Roger  Robison  who  were  appointed  to  Sitka  at  the  1975  Conference 
1  but  arrived  after  the  conference. 

jj  Institutional  Representatives  were  then  introduced:  Alaska  Children's  Services  - 
Jean  Sta:  sel  and  Walter  Hays;  Nome  Community  Center  -  Chip  Swanson.  Youth 
Delegates  presented  were  Lori  Larson  and  Robin  Musgrove.  From  the  Advance 
j  Department  the  Rev.  David  H.  Blackburn  was  introduced,  also,  the  Rev.  Mel  Vostry 
from  the  Pipeline  Ministries,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Thompson,  Mission  Office  secretary. 

Mr.  E  verett  Patton,  son  of  Rev.  J.J.  Patton,  who  served  the  First  Methodist 
Church  in  Fairbanks  from  1913-1916,  presented  the  conference  with  an  historic 
booklet  entitled,  "Through  the  Heart  of  Alaska  by  Way  of  the  Yukon",  the  account 
i  of  Dr.  A.  3.  Leonard's  visitation  of  the  Alaska  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches  in  1905. 
Bishop  T  jell  thanked  Mr.  Patton  both  for  the  booklet  and  for  the  life  of  his  father. 
The  booklet  is  to  be  deposited  with  the  conference  historian. 

Greetings  were  read  from  Bishop  W.  Maynard  Sparks,  Bishop  Wilbur  W.  Y.  Choy, 
and  the  F  ev.  and  Mrs.  Owen  J.  Beadles.  Greetings  were  sent  to  the  above  and  to  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Meredith  Groves,  Mrs.  Everett  W.  Palmer,  Mrs.  Gertrude  Knight,  Rev.  Tom 
Whitehead,  and  to  Mrs.  J .J.  Patton,  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  Patton,  on  the  occasion 
of  her  100th  birthday,  July  16. 

Rev.  Ac  C.  Wischmeier,  superintendent  of  the  Alaska  Missionary  Conference, 
gave  his  i  innual  report,  an  over  view  of  the  work  of  the  mission  for  the  past  year,  text 
on  page  '  3  of  this  Journal.  His  report  received  a  hearty  applause  by  the  conference 
and  a  sincere  expression  of  gratitude  by  Bishop  Tuell. 

B.  COUNCIL  ON  FINANCE  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

i  Barbara  Shaffer,  in  the  absence  of  the  chairman,  the  Rev.  Boone  White, 
presentee  the  report  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  As  a  result  of 
Ithe  actions  of  General  Conference,  the  budget  printed  in  the  pre-Conference  Journal 
Ineeded  to  be  altered  at  certain  points.  Number  6,  page  2  in  the  printed 
Ipre-Confe  rence  Journal,  the  amount  of  $1,716  was  increased  to  $2,753.  The  figure  of 
^188,766,  #8,  was  increased  to  $189,575.  The  question  was  asked  why  our  Education 
Fund  showed  such  an  increase  from  1976.  Ac  Wischmeier  explained  that  this  was 
!the  first  year  that  we  have  accepted  our  apportionment  in  full.  Jack  Townshend 
questioned  the  increase  in  our  World  Service  apportionments  and  the  same  answer 
was  giver :  accepting  our  full  share. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Dave  Fison,  the  word  "subsidy"  was  dropped  from  line  D 
'Sources  of  Income"  of  the  printed  tentative  Conference  Budget  for  1977.  A  word  of 
caution  was  given  by  Ac  Wischmeier  regarding  the  use  of  monies  from  the 
Benevole  it  Reserve  Fund,  noting  that  it  has  continued  to  diminish  each  year  to 
where  we  have  only  about  $1,000,  compared  to  $10,000  in  1969. 

Other  budget  changes  are  reflected  in  the  revised  budget  appearing  later  in  this 
Journal.  The  report  was  received  with  thanks. 

Barbaia  Shaffer  presented  a  personal  survey  of  pastor's  salaries,  1960-1975, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Equitable  Salary  Committee. 

A  ten  minute  recess  was  then  declared  by  Bishop  Tuell.

Rev.  James  Fellers,  in  the  model  of  a  sports  announcer,  acted  as  "M.C."  for  the 
presentation  of  a  Council  on  Ministries  skit,  on  the  theme  of  a  football  game,  which 
was  received  with  applause. 

C.  GENERAL  CONFERENCE 

The  report  from  General  Conference  was  given  by  Robert  Bowers,  clergy 
delegate,  and  Danita  Trudeau,  lay  delegate.  The  three  part  presentation  began  with 
a  visual  synopsis  of  the  conference,  followed  by  Rev.  Bowers'  giving  a  report  on  the 
"contrasts"  and  his  "observations"  of  the  complex  body.  Mrs.  Trudeau  delineated 
the  issues  and  actions  of  the  conference.  She  focused  in  on  World  Hunger,  Ethnic 
Minorities,  and  Evangelism  as  among  the  priorities  for  the  Quadrennium,  recalling 
that  the  United  Methodist  Church  lost  1  million  members  in  the  past  4  years.  Bishop 
Tuell  thanked  our  delegates  and  also  John  Shaffer,  who  was  a  page. 

Rev.  Everett  Wenrick,  chaplain  of  Campus  Ministries  at  the  University  of  Alaska, 
Fairbanks'  campus,  was  introduced  to  the  conference  by  Rev.  Wischmeier. 

D.  COMMITTEE  ON  REFERENCE  AND  COUNSEL 

John  Shaffer,  chairman,  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Reference 
and  Counsel.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  we  suspend  the  rule  of  the 
conference  calling  for  it  to  be  organized  into  Legislative  secions.  After  much 
discussion,  it  carried. 

John  Tindell  rose  to  a  point  of  order  and  requested  more  time  to  study  the 
document.  The  time  was  extended  15  minutes  beyond  the  order  of  the  day.  Later, 
Ac  Wischmeier  moved  to  extend  the  time  5  minutes.  Carried.  Below  appears  the 
changes  in  the  Rules  of  the  Conference  that  were  passed  by  the  body.  Changes  refer 
to  the  text  found  in  the  1976  pre-Conference  Handbook. 

#1,  Page  10  First  Paragraph  regarding  Standing  Committees:  add,  after  Equitable 
Salary  Commissions:  ",  and  Board  of  Pensions." 

#2,  Page  10,  Section  4  to  read: 

"No  person  shall  serve  on  any  one  general  committee  or  standing  committee  of 
the  Mission  whose  members  are  elected  by  the  Annual  Missionary  Conference 
more  than  eight  years  and  no  chairperson  for  more  than  four  years  with  the 
following  exceptions  and  provisions:..." 

#3,  Page  10,  Section  5  to  read: 

"Standing  Committees  shall  organize,  with  chairperson,  vice-chairperson  and 
secretary.  THE  CHAIRPERSONS  OF  THE  GENERAL  COMMISSIONS  AND  THE 
CHAIRPERSONS  OF  SUBCOMMITTEES  SHALL  BE  ELECTED  BY  THE  ANNUAL 
CONFERENCE  UPON  NOMINATION  BY  THE  CONFERENCE  NOMINATING 
COMMITTEE.  The  Committees  shall  further  organize  with  vice  chairperson  and 
secretary.  Where  feasible,  both  clergy  and  laypersons  shall  be  represented  among 
the  officers.  The  chairperson,  vice  chairperson,  and  secretary  of  each  general  and 
standing  committee  shall  be  indicated  in  the  Annual  Missionary  Conference 
Journal.

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THURSDAY  EVENING,  JUNE  3 

Following  dinner,  the  Conference  gathered  in  the  sanctuary  of  First  Methodist 
for  worship  led  by  Larry  Bennett,  Lay  Leader-Elect.  A  most  impressive  organ  and 
choir  concert,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  James  Johnson  of  the  host  church,  was 
woven  into  the  service,  with  Bishop  Jack  Tuell  speaking  on  the  150th  Psalm.  He 
emphasized  that  as  many  different  instruments  praise  God,  even  the  "clanging 
cymbal"  so  we  in  our  varied  ways  and  talents  may  also  praise  God. 

A  reception  honoring  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Jack  Tuell,  Bishop  Eric  A.  Mitchell,  and 
other  distinguished  guests  was  hosted  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack  Townshend  in  their 
home. 


FRIDAY  MORNING,  JUNE  4 

Morning  was  broken  in  praise  of  God  as  Rev.  Robert  McNabb  led  us  in  worship. 
Our  Conference  preacher,  Bishop  Mitchell,  preached  on  the  topic:  "The  Most 
Searching  Question."  The  question,  that  of  the  Philippian  jailer,  was  "What  shall  I 
do  to  be  saved?"  Commitment  to  Christ,  consecrated  in  His  service,  and 
demonstrated  in  daily  life  was  Bishop  Mitchell's  answer. 

One  of  our  "new"  pastors,  the  Rev.  Revelle  Roach,  and  his  wife  Estelle  were 
introduced  to  the  Conference.  The  Roaches  are  not  "new"  to  Alaska,  as  they  served 
the  Homer  Parish  from  1958  to  1961.  Chaplain  (Col.)  Robert  B.  Howerton  and  his 
wife  Gerry  from  Fort  Richardson,  Alaska,  were  also  presented  at  this  time. 

F.  DAVIS  REPORT 

Dr.  James  H.  Davis,  Research  Director  of  the  National  Division,  United 
Methodist  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  presented  his  Long  Range  report:  "What's 
Ahead  for  the  United  Methodist  Church  in  Alaska?"  He  began  his  report  with  a  slide 
presentation  focusing  on  Environment,  Native  Alaskans,  Leadership  Development, 
Methodist  Agencies,  and  Local  Churches. 

Following  the  visual  report,  the  Conference  grouped  themselves  into  3  areas  for 
study:  State-wide  Issues,  Administrative  Issues,  and  Pastor  and  Congregation  Issues. 
Before  recessing  to  the  small  groups,  Mrs.  Ruby  DeBlasio  from  the  Circuit  Rider 
Book  Store  in  DesMoines,  Washington,  was  introduced  to  the  Conference.  The 
ministers'  wives  were  excused  to  attend  their  luncheon. 

FRIDAY  AFTERNOON,  JUNE  4 

Bishop  Tuell  called  the  Conference  into  session  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "I 
Love  Thy  Church,  O  God". 

The  first  order  of  business  was  the  nomination  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination, 
Reference,  and  Counsel,  the  committee  to  be  composed  of  5  laypersons  and  4 
clergy.  Lay  nominations  included:  Wayne  Mabry,  Roland  Stanton,  Phil  Robison, 
Mary  Lou  Hollett,  Larry  Bennett,  Chris  Brooks,  as  laypersons;  John  Tindell,  John 
Shaffer,  Bob  Bowers,  Arthur  Knight,  and  Ac  Wischmeier,  ex  officio  as  Mission 
Superintendent  and  chairman  of  the  General  Committee.  Robert  McNabb  and  Lori 
Larson  were  appointed  by  the  bishop  as  tellers  to  receive  the  ballots. 

G.  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RESPONSIBILITIES 

Rev.  Eugene  Groves,  reporting  for  chairman,  Natalie  Brooks,  drew  our  attention 
to  the  Christian  Social  Concerns  report  on  page  33  of  the  Pre-Conference  Handbook, 
remarking  that  the  commission  took  a  realistic  view  of  things  and  did  not  adopt 
programs  that  would  not  be  accomplished. 

Rev.  William  Trudeau,  reporting  on  Native  Ministries,  commented  that  there 
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\ivere  frustrations  on  the  part  of  the  previous  Native  Ministry  Director  and  the 
committee.  Presently  they  are  looking  to  a  4  point  program:  (1)  Seek  to  minister  to 
natives  wi  :h  the  Methodist  and  Presbyterian  backgrounds  in  the  Anchorage  area.

The  amendment  was 
voted  on  and  lost.  The  motion  to  give  the  camp  $1000  from  Benevolent  Reserves 
was  voted  upon  and  carried.

Robin  Musgrove  moved  the  following  amendments  to  "The  constitution  of  the 
Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministries":  Substitute  the  following  for  the  first 
sentence  in  Article  IV,  Meetings:  "At  least  one  annual  Youth  Event  of  Alaska  youth 
will  be  held  each  year  in  conjunction  with  and/or  prior  to  the  Alaska  Missionary 
Conference."  Page  3,  under  By-laws,  subparagraph  Meetings,  substitute  in  the  first 
sentence:  A  Youth  Event"  for  "Annual  Meeting;"  delete  "just"  and  insert  between 
"The"  and  "Annual,"  "and/or  during."  It  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Rev.  Aamodt  moved  "that  in  the  future,  the  Nominating  Committee  give  top 
priority  to  the  selection  of  adult  youth  workers  after  consultation  with  the 
Conference  Youth  Council,  or  if  they  are  not  available,  such  youth  leaders  that  are 
known  in  the  conference."  It  was  seconded  and  carried.

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C.  [Equitable  Salary  Committee 


The  Equitable  Salary  committee  met  on  March  13  with  the  following  action: 


1.  After  reviewing  the  budget  requests  for  supplementary  financial  aid  from  the 
non-self-supporting  churches,  the  committee  recommended  that  their  requests  be 
granted  for  the  year  1976. 

2.  We  recommended  that  the  base  salary  of  ministers,  effective  January  1,  1977,  be 
raised  from  $85 00  to  $9200;  continue  the  policy  that  the  local  church  will  reimburse 
the  pastor  for  :>ne  half  of  his  social  security  payment  and  leave  the  area  adjustments 
at  th'e  same  percentage  presently  in  effect:  Anchorage  and  southeast,  at  base;  Kenai 
Peninsula,  plu >  6  percent;  Fairbanks,  plus  8  percent;  Nome,  plus  26  percent. 

3.  We  recomnend  that  self-supporting  churches  be  allowed  to  increase  their 
minister's  salar/  beyond  the  1976  salary  provided  that  they  accept  the  apportionment 
accojjding  to  the  special  grade  point. 

4.  We  recommend  that  the  increased  budget  amount  over  1976  be  raised  according 
to  tfie  Grade  3oint  which  follows,  with  $5000  coming  from  non-self-supporting 
churches,  and  &6000  coming  from  self  supporting  ones,  according  to  the  following 
grade)  point  ta:>le.  The  Salary  Sharing  Grade  Point  is  the  local  church's  Regular 
Apportionment  Grade  Point  divided  by  the  Total  Grade  Point  of  all  the 
self-supporting  churches.
